SEARCHED MAN 


He rifled the cash register of 


the store of $6.70 in change and 
aaked Mr. Louis where the re- 
mainder of the- money waa bidden. 
Mr. Louis told hlm~kthat the "boss 


counted it and- taken it home. 


ie robber then ordered Mr. Louis 


to turn around and rifled his 
pockets removing $40, seven $5 
bills and five ?ls. 


While the bandit was searching 


Mr. Louis, the son sneaked out of 
the* line of his revolver and scur- 
ried through a door into the hard- 
ware store where he obtained a 
rifle but unfortunately forgot to 
slip a cartridge into it thinking 
that it already was loaded. He 
went back through the door and 
cried "Hands Up" to the bandit. 
The man turned and fired a shot 
at the youth which passed di- 
rectly over his head by six or 
seven inches 
He then ran from 


the store and escaped by running 
down the railroad tracks. Al- 
though it is thought the men had 
an automobile no one saw them 
leave. 


DESCRIBED BANDIT 


Mr. Louis carefully studied the

i wood's latest screen "discovery." 


Beatty frolics 
with lions and 


tigers in the same cage, as a 
school boy might play with puppies 
and kittens. Possibly that's the 
reason why he is the only member 
of his circus who is refused life in- 
surance. No act Tn the history of 
the Big Tent is so dangerous, and 
the motion pictures are now pre- 
paring to transfer it to the screen 
in response to the 
demand of 


movie* audiences for more adven- 
turous animal features. 


"Caution is ffly middle name," 


says Beatty, describing how he 
came to take up his dangerous 
occupation. "I1 have had quite a 
few narrow escapes. My close calls, 
if merely tabulated, would make 
the business of putting lions and 
tigers through their paces seem 
the most hazardous in the world. 
But presented alongside a list of 
the 
thousands of performances 


I've given without mishaps of any 
kind. mv. job wouldn't seem quite 
so dangerous. 


j 
"i ]uined the circus as a cage 


boy. 
After serving an apprentice- 


I ship as an assistant trainer I 
finally got a chance to try my 
hand as a full-fledged boss of a 
mixed group—lions, lepards 
and 


bears. 


'I soon found out that I had 


much to learn—not quite so much 
in handling the animals as in 
handling myself. I was overcon- 
fident to the point of carelessness. 
I was so consumed with the idea 
of showing I wasn't afraid that I 
wasn't afraid enough, in the intelli- 
gent sense of the word. 


"Your properly cautious trainer 


wouldn't think of undertaking to 
work with a mixed group that was 
new to him without arming him-; 
self with a chair—or its equivalent 
—^as a shield for use in warding off 
attacks. But I couldn't be bother- 
ed with such nonsense. Didn't 
I 


have a whip in my hand ? What 
more did a fellow need? 
i 


"In I went, walking right past 


the chair which had been left in 
the arena for my protection. Old- 
timers might need chairs, but not 
Clyde Beatty. 


'•My first few minutes in 
the 


ring were so peaceful I began to 
wonder why I had bothered to 
take the whip. What a vindication 
of my belief that these cats and 
bears were a lot 
of pushovers! 


Didn't they have any fight in 
them, at all? It developed that 
they did—at least this was true 
of one of the lions who thought I 
was being insulting in turning my 
back on him as long as I did. He 
interrupted my. efforts to, capture 
the attention of one of the animals 
I was facing by leaping for that 
back of mine. He was determined 
to remind me of the code of the 
veldt—that one never turns his 
back on a gentleman lion. 


FEEL OF TEETH 


"Struck from behind with com- 


plete unexpectedness, I pitched 
forward on my face my assailant 


on top of me. A« I hit the floor I 
felt the animal's teeth in my right 
shoulder. 


"Somebody rushed into the ring

What to Do with a Bunion, or it 


You Prefer, with Hallux Valgus 


Arthritis, Gout, Rheumatism, Some Blow or Injury, or III-

Long continued 
pressure or other 
bursa will lead to inflammation, and 
this ailment is called "bursitis." It 
/'may result in a deformity of the 
joint, causing a condition commonly 
known as "bunion." 


There are many causes of bunion, 


otherwise known as hallux valgus. 
Disabilities such as arthritis, gout 
and rheumatism may bring it about, 
directly or indirectly, while in many 
cases it appears to be inherited. It 
is frequently caused, too, by a blow 
or injury, such as a kick, or by some 
heavy object falling on the foot. 
Tight or improperly fitted shoes 
also are a common cause of bunion. 


In its early stages hallux valgus 


can be easily corrected. Massage, 
proper shoes, exercise and 
foot 


baths are beneficial, but a cure can 
be accomplished only if the toe can 


Dr. Copeland 
irritation of 


move easily and is not complicated 
by other troubles. In advanced cases, 
operation is necessary if there is to 
be complete cure. In the compli- 
cated type of bunion, the part grad- 
ually enlarges and it is impossible 
to move the toe. 


I am frequently asked whether 


"bunion plasters" have any value. 
In the treatment of bunion irrita- 
tion must be removed, and a bunion 
plaster, which is a thick ring of 
gauze or cotton placed around the 
sore spot, gives marked relief by 
removing the pressure. But al- 
though the bunion plaster will help 
reduce the pain, it will hardly serve 
to cure the condition. Sometimes 
relief from discomfort can be ob- 
tained by cutting a hole in the shoe. 
The hole should be larger than the 
bunion and its edges should be 
smooth. 
I cannot overemphasize the im- 


portance of wearing proper foot- 
gear. Bunions, bursitis, corns and 
other disabling deformities of the 
feet can.be traced to wearing badly- 
fitted shoes. 
A shoe should be of sufficient 


length, also wide enough to permit 
ample movement of the toes. The 
shoe should not be pointed, and its 
inner border should be firm and sup- 
port the arch. The heel should be 
broad and not higher than from one 
to one and a quarter inches. 


It is unwise to wear the same 


pair of shoes constantly, for in- 
creased- comfort comes from fre- 
quent changes. It is not extrava- 
gant to have more than one pair of 
shoes. Indeed it is economical, be- 
cause your shoes will wear longer 
and the health of your feet will be 
better.
